If 
she possesses a good business head and can 
keep accounts, the little establishment can 
soon be put on a business footing. 

Both parties should, however, get ex- 
perience in another shop before starting. The 
salary would be very small, and in some cases 
they would have to pay a premium for the 
training; but if the shop in which the 
apprenticeship is served is run on sound lines 
it will be well worth while. 

When they open their own shop they should 
at once set about making a name for a 
speciality. It may be extra good coffee, or a 
special kind of home made cake; but once the 
little shop, no matter how smal] it may be, is 
talked about, the trick is done. i 

Another career for a girl with limited 
capital is that of beanty specialist. Even in 
this specialisation is necessary. The girl who 
is an authority on hair-dressing, and qualified 
to give sound and practical advice, in addi- 
tion to being able to wave, dress, and clip 
the hair, can command a very fair income.

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THE CONQUEST OF MALARIA. 


Sir Ronald Ross has written a fascinat- 
ing book. As a boy he wrote verse, com- 
music and undertook research in 
mathematics. For medicine at first he did 
not care very much. “I took little 
interest,” he tells us, “in anatomy, be- 
cause it is only a kind of geography of the 
body—to be learnt by rote.”? With all his 
different tastes, on going to the East as a 
member of the Indian Medical Service he 
was to come into that intimate contact 
with disease which compelled him to seek 
In 1880 Laveran, for whom he 
entertains unbounded admiration, had 
published his discovery that malaria was 
due to the presence of a parasite in the 
blood ; but, owing to errors of manipula- 
tion, Ross received Laveran’s evidence 
with scepticism. 

As we read the account of the dis- 
covery of the malarial parasite, we 
are struck by the way in which ill- 
fortune dogged those who pursued it. Ross 
was determined, however, to ascertain the 
truth, and mistakes did not discourage 
him. On his return to England on leave 
in March, 1894, he met Dr. Manson (as 
he then was). Manson convinced him 
that, in spite of mistakes, the work of 
Laveran was essentially accurate. Manson 
put before Ross the idea that the mos- 
quito might be responsible for the spread 
of malaria. Ross was at once all on fire 
with this idea, and all his energy and 
ability were concentrated on the task of 
finding a way of testing the truth of this 
hypothesis. In 1804, however, he was only 
a junior officer in the Indian Medical 
Service, and he met with much discourage- 
ment. What Lister, Pasteur and Simpson 
had experienced in the past Ross was to 
experience in the present. Bureaucracy 
and obscurantism are dangers which dog 
the path of every discoverer. What was 
the problem that he was trying to solve? 
There was a parasite which conveyed 
malaria, and there was the possibility that 
mosquitoes conveyed this parasite to their 
victim. But there are many kinds of 
parasites, just as there are many species of 
mosquitoes. As the author remarks, “I 
was up against a very difficult problem, 
indeed—an equation containing two un- 
known quantities. ”’ 

Working methodically, he mad® the all- 
important discovery on August 20th, 1895, 
henceforth an epoch-making date in the 
history of civilisation: Mosquito after 
mosquito had been examined on that day 
with negative results, and at abaqut one 
o'clock in the afternoon Ross. began the 
dissection of an anopheles- mosquito. 
Nothing was found on examination, and 
only the stomach tissue remained to be 
looked through. Rosss eyesight was 
strained by the work, and it seemed 
scarcely worth while to go on. Fortunately, 
he continued the search, and, to his ex-. 
treme delight, discovered the malaria para- 
site living and growing in the mosquito. 
We must. give the lines which his rapture 
compelled him to write :— 

This day relenting God 
Hath placed within my hand 


A wondrous thing ;- and Goud 
Be praised. «ai His command, 


Seeking his secret deeds 

With tears and toiling breath, 
T find thy cunning seeds, 

O mullion-murdering Death! 


1 Know this little thing 
A myriad men will safe. 
O Death, where is thy sting, 
Thy victory, O graye? 

The story goes on, and we almost 
imagine that we can see the toiler, so 
vivid is the writing. On every mosquito 
he spent two hours in dissection, going 
over the various organs micron by micron 
—and a micron, we may remark, is the 
one-thousandth part of a millimetre. Dis- 
section of a new batch of moésquitoes 
brought nothing but failure. ‘Only one 
more,’’ we read, “of the batch remained. 
The dissection was excellent, and I went 
carefully through the tissues, now so 
familiar to me, searching every micron 
with the same passion and care as one 
would search some vast ruined palace for 
a little hidden treasure. Nothing. No, 
these new mosquitoes also were going to be 
a failure ; there was something wrong with 
the theory. But the stomach tissue still 
remained to be examined—lying there, 
empty and flaccid, before me on the glass 
stick, a great white expanse of cells like a 
large’ courtyard of flagstones, each one of 
which must be scrutinised—half an hour's 
work at Jeast. I was tired, and what was 
the use? I must have examined the 
stomachs of a thousand mosquitoes by this 
time. But the angel of fate fortunately 
laid his hand on my head, and I had 
scarcely commenced the search when I saw 
a clear and almost perfectly circular out- 
tine before me.” It was the parasite of 
malaria. 

There is much more in this fine book, 
but we must be content to draw attention 
to a couple of facts. In the past, during 
the mighty conflict between the medieval 
Emperor and the Pope, the latter often 
won simply because the Imperia] army, as 
it lay before Rome, was decimated by 
malaria. How different would the history 
of the whole Middle Ages have been if the 
discovery of Sir Ronald Ross had been 
available for the army of the Emperor! 
If such considerations apply to the past, 
how much more do they apply to the 
present! Up to the time of the discovery 
of the malaria parasite it is calculated 
that every year more than 1,500,000 
persons died from this dread disease 
within the British Empire, “i.

INDIAN HEROES. 

Mrs. Steel is so well-known as a writer 
of Anglo-Indian fiction that one is rather 
surprised to find her turning her hand to 
a condensed prose translation, or adapta- 
tion, of the famous Indian epics, the 
Mahabharata and the Romayana—a work 
which one would rather associate with the 
student of languages and Sanskrit litera- 
ture. But surprise will quickly change to 
admiration. The long and tedious epics 
have truly been translated, and Mrs. Steel 
has produced for English readers what are 
in themselves little masterpieces of prose 
writing, and a story that has a definite 
sequence. The task can have been no 
light one; for the first tale, the story of 
the feud between the Pandora Princes 
and the Kanravas, runs in ‘the original to 
thirty-two volumes, and, as the translator 
says, “I have had to confine myself to the 
central thread of pure gold on which are 
strung a few priceless gems side by side 
with many worthless beads.”’ 

The story of the two sets of Princes 
brought up together, the exile of the one 
through the craftiness of the other, their 
gs woodland life with their single wife 

ropadi, their return and the final terrible 
battle on the Field oí the Dead Kurus— 
these scenes to readers of Indian literature 
are as familiar as was the tale of Troy to 
the Greeks. Kingsley has made some of the 
tales of Greek heroes live for the school- 
boy, and it is not too much to say that 
Mrs. Steel, even though very occasionally 
there is a slight lack of action, has equally 
given life to these Indian heroes. The 
tales breathe a high mora] tone—the purity 
of woman 's love, the disgrace of lying and 
deceit, the virtue of self-surrender. These 
all have their part not only in the 
Mahabharata, but in the second tale, the 
story of the Romayana. The latter tale 
has passages of almost comic relief; for 
Hunuman, the monkey-king, who goes to 
rescue Queen Sita for her husband Roma, 
after she has been car 1 off to Ceylon 
has all the arts of his tribe. Even the 
hard-to-please Roma falls a victim to his 
charms. “This man hath surely studied 
all the grammars, for, see you, he hath 
not used a single inelegant word, though 
he hath addressed us with so many.” 

Of the language itself it is not possible 


í to give adequate illustrations, The drama, |

the movement, the colour—abore all, the 
pathos—are wholly preserved. Ii one were 
to select examples, the two chapters; which 
tell of the scenes after the great battle, 
are probably the most striking. ‘In. all, 
the world was nothing left but. the tears 
of mourning women, the outcries of 
frightened children till this plaint: ‘Lo! 
"Tis we who suffer in war ’—rose up to the 
very feet of the gods.” Then the years 
went by. and same the vision of peace. 
“And with a clang and a flutter of 
pennons, there came from the water, as 
from a silvern gate, a great company of 
warriors, serried and close and friendly. 
. . « So along the banks of the 
Sacred River arosé a high carhive] of 
gladdened men and women, forgetful of all 
save affection. There was no grief, no 
fear, no discontent as these warriors met 
one another in that place: neither were 
there any tears, for the beloved found the 
beloved, and both wére satisfied. '

PATROLLING IN PAPUA, 

Mr. Humphries is a Resident Magis- 
trate, an “ outside man,” stationed at 
Port Moresby. Starting from Nepa with 
a handful of men, six armed native con- 
stables and about twenty carriers, the 
latter all convicts, including murderers, 
he determined to survey new routes in 
Papua. His road lay through swamp and 
over icy mountains. Sometimes they 
forded streams, sometimes they had to 
risk their lives swimming in mad whirls. 
They lay at night with no more covering 
than a tent, in the clearing of primeval 
forests, often bleeding from sores left by 
the leeches which fasten on to the 
traveller as he makes his way through 
these regions. Few of us realise that to- 
day tribes of cannibals survive. The 
writer has much to say of such a race, 
the Kukukukus, who live far inland, 
apart, speaking a language which, so far, 
no one, native or European, seems to have 
mastered. These, creatures are knock- 
kneed and _  splay-footed, with great 
muscular legs and long arms, not unlike 
gorillas. Nowhere has the human being 
reached a jower stage, and the little 
Kukukuku girl who stayed with the patrol 
for some months at Nepa was hardly more 
than a brute. Yet within one generation 
man-eating savages have been trained into 
civilised ways. One of Mr. Humphries’s 
policemen, Corporal Gubiam, came of a 
man-eating stock through his father, and 
the corporal was a decent, self-respecting 
subordinate. 

Several of the bearers deserted, terrified 
at the wilds and cold of the mountains. 
More than once the little party had to 
rely on its resource and quick decision 
for safety, as many of the tribes were dis- 
tinctly hostile to the white man, and even 
with their bows and arrows could have 
wiped out the intrepid explorer and his 
followers. On a second expedition Mr. 
Humphries had the assistance of Colonel 
W. B. Boyce, of Chicago, who financed a 
photographic tour of the Mount Chapman 
country. Mr. Taylor and a Mr. Downing, 
a Sydney photographer, joined them, but 
soon learnt, after fevers and other break- 
downs, what the ardours of trave] mean 
in Papua. We are shown a photograph 
of the Mafulu Mission Station, where 4 
French mission, under Father Fastre, is 
doing wonderful work, gradually gather- 
ing around the little outpost a group of 
children and youths who will some day 
be weaned from the cruel practices of 
their savage sires. The author is no 
stylist; but she tells his story quietly, 
giving the mere facts, and makes us 
realise how strange the world remains 
even in the twentieth century. ah

ANNA CHRISTIE. 

In a remarkably short time Mr. Eugene 
O'Neill has achieved great prominence as 
a dramatist. A few years ago he was 
almost an unknown man on this side of 
the Atlantic; to-day he is recognised as a 
dramatic writer of . exceptiona] force. 
“ Anna Christie ” is running at the Strand 
Theatre; “ Diff'rent’” has been produced 
in London (and in Dublin by the Drama 
League); everybody has “views” about 
“The Emperor Jones’’; articles about 
Mr. O'Neill appear in various papers, and 
Mr. Jonathan Cape has already published 
vver a dozen of the plays. In his work 
Mr. O'Neill always attacks his subject with 
tremendous vigour; he is unrelentingly 
outspoken. “Anna Christie” is not a 
pleasant play, but the characters are very 
real and vivid people. Anna’s’ father, 
Chris Christopherson, is an old sailor 
whose philosophy it is to blame “dat ole 
davil, sea,” for every kind of ill. He had 
his daughter brought up in the country so 
that she might escape from its influence, 
but that did not save her; for she made 
her way to a city and there became a 
loose woman. In the play father and 
daughter meet, virtually as strangers, and 
on his barge Anna feels the lure of the sea 
that is in her blood. There, too, she 
comes upon Mat Burke, a stoker, with 
whom she falls in love, though she feels 
that she cannot marry him on account of 
her past life. 

The play has a “‘ happy ending,’’ which 
has aroused a good deal of discussion ; 
but, on the whole, we think that it is in 
keeping with the idea and the characters. 
It is said that there is some possibility 
of the play’s being seen in the near future 
in Dublin. Tn that event we shal] be able 
to judge whether “Anna Christie’’ acts 
as well as it reads. :

RECENT FICTION. 

The authors of this interesting first novel, 
Mr. Samuel Moore, K.C., and Mrs. Moore, are 
both well known Dublin people, and Mrs. 
Moore already has published several articles 
and sketches. ‘‘The Re&ping’’ deals with 
the practice, which was common in the South 
and West of Ireland, of arranging marriages 
without regard to the wishes of the bride. 
In this story Mary Gallagher, a beautiful 
young girl, is “ matched ” to a terrible old 
miser of about sixty years. named John Moran. 
Mary had grown up with a companion, Dan 
O'Rourke, and they loved each other, but he 
was as penniless as hersel§; and so her weak 
father was persuaded by her grasping step- 
mother to sell the girl to Moran. Dan went 
off in despair to America, and Mary was 
wedded to Moran. She found that life with 
him was absolute misery, and the result was a 
tragedy which the story degcribes vividly. 
After her trial Mary spent fifteen years in 
prison, at the end of which she found herself 
unexpectedly reunited to Dan, who was now 
grown rich. 

This book brings out with appalling reality 
the horror of such a system of marriage. In a 
one-act comedy Mr. T. C. Murray has dealt 
with another side of it. But the two fathers 
in ‘‘ Sovereign Love’’ who haggle over the 
amount of a dowry are not so terribly un- 
natural; at least, the “ match ” is more suit- 
able and the parties are more or less willing. 
It is amazing that such bargains as that in 
““The Reaping ” should take place, but it is 
still more amazing that the younger genera- 
tion should submit to them so listlesslv. Mary 
Gallagher thought of suicide, but it never 
would have entered her head simply to refuse 
to go to the altar; nor would it have entered 
Dan's heed that she should da so. The bargain 
was made and must stand. The book is well 
written and the style is good; but the idealism 
of the first part seems to be a little strained, 
particularly when contrasted with the striking 
realism of the middle and the end of the book. 
The novel has been well brought out by the 
Talbot Press—and at the old price of six 
shillings.

It ig natural that Mr. de la Mare 
should write of children; for he has retained 
something of a child’s purity of imagination 
and clearness of vision, and, though he can 
write of horrible things with as steady a hand 
as that with which he fingers the hidden 
beauties of nature, it is with the wondering 
and comprehending instinct of a child rather 
than with the neurotic curiosity of a modern, 
The reader who is willing to let Mr. de la 
Mare guide him without question will find 
himself in a realm of imagination to which 
few in these days ef crass materialism hold 
the key.

There is not one superfluous line or 
word, and the characterisation is exceptionally 
vivid and subtle. The,stories are admirably 
translated, and will, no doubt, be widely 
read; but they are emphatically not “ bed- 
side’ stories, and a strong antidote should be 
taken between the courses.

THE PRICE OF LINEN. 

In reference ts Mr. Gallen's 3 
Wednesday's Zrisi Times regarding the prices 
of linen, our Belfast Correspondent has 
received the following reply from the same 
source to which Mr. Gallen refers :— 

“In working out the cost of finished linen 
from raw flax, it is quite impossible to treat 
the flax as if it yielded a wniform quality 
of yarn and. consequently, of cloth. From 
any ton of flax there Is a certain quant ty 
of tow taken in the hackling and other 
cleaning processes in the spinning mill. This 
has +o be spun into a totally different class 
of varn from that for which the cleaned 
flax is used. Further, if the cleaned flax is 
suifable for a warp yarn, a weft yarn, which 
comes from a different type of flax, has to be 
found to use with it in weaving. The costs 
given were, however, very close calculations, 
allowing fer all these facts and contingencies, 
and the retail value of £480 represented. as 
nearly as technical knowledge could estimate 
it, the original ton of flax at £120, spun. 
woven, bleached and brought to the retail 
connter. 

The figures and descriptions given by Mr. 
Gallen indicate nothing. The linen mann- 
facturers cannot assume any responsibility 
for the statements and prices of retailers, 
but the figures submitted—as £120 for flax 
beine represented by of a retail price 
for the finished article—will stand any expert

The Land Bill. 


The text of the Free State Government's 
Land Bill was issued yesterday. Its clauses 
will be studied with minute and sus- 
picious care by Jandlords, tenanis and 
technical experts. ‘To the layman a read- 
ing of the Bill will suggest that the 
Minister of Agriculture has been at much 
pains to organise a sound and simple 
machine for the final adjusiment of the 
surviving problems of land purchase, We 
have commented already on the main pro- 
visions of the Bill as expounded by Mr. 
Hogan in Dail Eireann’ The text does 
not modify our view that the settlement 
is being made chiefly at the expense of 
the landlords, many of whom will be 
brought to the edge of ruin; but it con- 
firms our belief in the Minister s anxiety 
to lighten their embarrassments by every 
means that good-will and forethonght can 
devise. The financial clauses of the Bill 
provide for the issue and use of the new 
4, per cent Land Bonds. . The Land Com- 
mission will make payments to vendors in 
these bonds, equal in nominal amount to 
the purchase money; and all superior 
interests and other charges will be paid in 
the same fashion. Mr. Hogan s statement 
bail implieil—and it was a 
message of doom for many landlords 
that, while vendors would lose anything 
up to forty per cent. of their incomes, all 
superior charges must be paid without re- 
duction.

Light on Representatives in 


19th Century. . 


Mr. J. G. Swift MacNeill, K.C., made yet 
another valuable contribution to the annals 
of the history of modern Ireland in a public 
lecture given yesterday afternoon in Trinity 
College, Dublin, on the ‘‘ Parliamentary Re- 
presentation of Dublin University in the 19th 
Century.” 

The lecture was brimful of historical facis, 
collected from eut-of-the-way sources, and 
contained much incisive criticism and telling 
characterisation, while there were many 4@e- 
lightfully told anecdotes of men and manners 
of the period. 

The Provost presided, and the audience 
included Mrs. Bernard, the Vice-Provost, Mr. 
T. T. Grav; Lady Ardilaun, Lady Constance 
Butler, Mr. Justice Samuels, Miss Swift 
MacNeill, Mrs. Cherry and Miss Cherry, Sir 
Robert Tate, the Rev. James Alcock, the 
Rev. J. Crawford Irwin, Mr. Butler Stoney, 
Mrs. Aquila MacMahon and Miss MacMahon, 
Mr.. Mrs., and Miss Doran. 

Mr. MacNeill opened with Dr. Jobnson’s 
assertion, that anything that left the past 
to predominate over the present was calcu- 
lated to elevate the scale of human existence. 
The Parliamentary representation of Trinity 
College to-day was a good instance of what 
Professor Dicey and Mr. Lecky used to call 
“retrogressive progress,’ meaning that 
loudly-demanded reforms were in many cases 
only old institutions re-established. 

Trinity College was represented in the Dail 
by four gentlemen, two beinz Fellows, one 
a Professor, and the fourth, Mr. FitzGibbon, 
a man of the highest University character 
and type. a man with a great love for the 
College in which he had a distinguished 
career. 

In the past it oiten happened that mem- 
bers of Parliament representing that Univer- 
sity were not members of the College, and 
gome were not even educated there. In the 
100 vears under review not a single Fellow 
or Professor had represented the College. 

At the present day the College was more 
close in association with Parliament than it 
was at any time since the Union. The Féil. 
lows, being members of the Dail, would 
naturally bring the students into association 
with Parliament as close as in the time when 
the College Historical Society was a prepara- 
torv school for the Irish House of Commons, 
and when every member of both Houses was 
an honorary LL.D. of Trinity. 

It was a pleasing thing to see the Natiorl 
University also brought into close touch with 
the Dail. The Speaker and his deputy were 
professors in the National University, as were 
also the Minister of Education and Mr. 
Magennis. The last-named was already a 
power in the assembly. It was to be beped 
that. when the Parliament was finally estab 
lished in its new home provision would be made 
for a Students’ Gallery,” to ) the 
young men and women of both Universities to 
study Parliamentary procedure and to pre 
pare themselves to take part in legislating for 
their country.

Since 1740 no 
M.P. for Trinity had died during his term as 
member, (Of the tweniy-one members for the 
College in the nineteenth century, no one had 
left any bequest to Trinity, with the exception 
of Mr. Lecky and a man who left £500, pro- 
bably as conscience money for having: ad- 
dressed the House of Commons as “' Gentle- 
men of the jury.’’ Of the twenty-one, nineteen 
had held Government affice ; and of the othe: 
two. Anthony Lefrov was the man who, when 
his father was sitting.as a judge of the King’s 
Bench, asked to he relieved of his Parhia- 
mentary duties because of his great age. 

At the time of the Union Trinity returned 
one member to Parliament, and by the Reform 
Bill of 1852 it was given two representatives. 
The rejection of that measure was opposed by 
Lefroy, who then represented the College. 

George Knox, the first representative of 
Trinity at Westminster, proposed in the [Irish 
Parliament that Roman Catholica should be 
eligible to sit in both Houses, and he was 
succeeded by Leslie Foster, a reactionary Tory, 
but a verv able man. who sat from 1807 to 
1812. It was Foster who exposed the disgrace- 
fulness of the nepotism practised by Standish 
O'Grady as Lord Chief Bavon in the Court of 
Exchequer. 

Aiter Foster came Plunket. grandfather of 
the famous Archbishop of Dublin. It was 
through him that the Speakership of: the 
House of Commons became a judicial, and 
not a partisan, position. The only member for 
Trinity able to tackle O'Connell was Shaw: In 
the College Shaw was intrigued against by 
Joseph Napier, who made a tool of Isaac Butt, 
and finally toole the place of the abdicated 
member. 

Thus Mr. MacNeill proceeded until he came 
to Lecky. the man, he said, who redeemed the 
reputation of membership for Trinity as being 
a springboard to the judicial bench. Lecky 
was a failure in the House of Commons, but 
all there felt that thev were the better for 
having such a man amongst them. Then 
there was James Whiteside, whose name 
should be remembered, whereas it was almost 
forgotten, a man of the highest culture, 
deepest sympathy, and the kindliest possible 
femperament. He was liked in the House of 
Commons, which, as a rule, said Mr. Mac- 
Neill, does not like lawvers. 

Gladstone said that during his 
years in the House of Commons he 
found that the representatives of Dublin 
University were. on the average, of 
greater intellectual power than those of 
Oxford or Cambridge. The modern members 
representing Trimitv in the Dail had great 
possibilities before them. ‘Though they were 
in the minority, they would he able to exer- 
cise an intellectual and a moral force which 
could not but the advancement and 
prosperity of the country. 

la thanking those who came to listen to 
hnn, Mr. MacNeill particularly referred to 
the venerable Vice-Provost, who, he said, had 
inspired love and atiection in twenty genera- 
Lions of -Trinity under-graduates. 

the Provost expressed the appreciation of 
the audience of. the wonderful discourse of 
Mr MacNeill. who knew more than any other 
living man about the people of the nineteenth 
century. He was prond to remember that it 
Was representatives of Trinity College who 
were foremost im the movement for the re- 
moval of Roman Catholic political aisabilities, 
and he said he thought it a very grest honour 
for himself to be wearing at that moment the 
wetch worn by the great Lecky.

RENT AND. MORTGAGE 
RESTRICTIONS. 


BILL READ A SECOND TIME. 


From Ocre PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

The Lords’ amendments to the Indemnity 
Bill and the Rent Reswictions (Notices of 
increase) Bill having been quickly disposed = 
by agreement, the House resumed the secon 
reading debate on the Rent and Mortgage 
Interest Restrictions Jill. : 

Captain Wedgwood Bean, who led off, said 
that the main point at issue was not as to the 
desirability of control, but the period of that 
control and the extent of that control. Un 
this he argued that the Government were 
much too optimistic in thinking that the acute 
character of the situation would have passed 
away bv 1925, and, further, there were too 
many open doors by which, in certain cir- 
tumstances, possession might be obtained. 

There was very little that was new in the 
subsequent discussion, and a great deal of the 
ground covered yesterday wis gone over 
again, with the result that a great many mem- 
hers sought entertainment elsewhere than in 
the Chamber itself. 

Mr. Mardy Jones gave something like a 
shock to the Labour colleagues when he an- 
nounced that he heartily supported the Rent 
and Mortgage Interest Restrictions Bill, sub- 
ject to certain reser vations, which he hoped 
would be met in Committee. Support was 
aleo forthcoming from Sir John Simon, who 
gaid that the defeat of. the bill would mean 
the end of control next month 

Lady Astor paid a tribute to the excellent 
intentions of the Minister of Health, whose 
heart, she said, was as large as that of anv 
of the Labour members. and his head wae tr 
better. This frank declaration of opinion 
eroked loud laughter and cheers

who considered that much time would be

Whilg there is reason to believe that Mr. 
Baldwin is reluctant to be drawn into abor- 
tree conferences, quite enough of which have 
distracted ‘the statesmen of Europe in the 
last few years, it is likely enough that one 
mors of such meetings will take place at 
an early date after the ground has been 
explored by direct communications between 
Allied capitals. 

The important point at the moment is to 
tompare the German offer, so far as it coes, 
with the British proposals. outlined at Paris 
u January. since these proposals still repre- 
sent broadly the considered policy of this 
country.

Nothing is said as to whether the payment 
of yeparations in kind is to continue von- 
wrrently with, and apart trom, the established 
14 milliard marks produced by railways, in- 
austries and Customs. 

And nothing is said as to the period for 
which the annuities are to.run. In regard to 
that it is pertinent to observe that the British 
taxpayer has before him the prospect of paving 
toll to America in liquidation ot his debts over 
a period of sixty-two vears. a 

This, T have reason to know, is beginning 
to be appreciated in Germany, and it is 
realised that no early relief from the payment 
of annuities can in decency be asked. . 

It may be pointed out equally that vo 
reference is made to the question ot mliitary 
security. nor, of course. to Allied debts. which 
are no, direct concern of Germany's. 

All these matters, however, must be thrashed

OFFICIAL TEXT. 

The following is the text of-the German 
memorandum which was handed yesterday 
to the representatives of the Allied Powers :— 

] — After full and careful consideration, 


(Germany has stated her sincere belicf as to 
her capacity to make payment for reparation. 
The German Government would not be acting 
fairly, and they would not bring a veal solu- 
tion any nearer, if, for the sake of a tem- 
porary alleviation of their political -difticulties, 
they were to promise more than, in thei: 
judgment. the German people can with the 
utmost effort perform. 

Nevertheless, the question of Germany's 
capacity is one of fact on which different 
opinions can be held. and the German Go- 
vernment admit the difficulty of arriving. at 
any’ secure estimate in present conditions. 
For this reason they have already offered to 
accept the decision of any impartial. interna- 
tional body as to the amount and method of 
payment. Germariv can give no stronger 
proof than this of her determination to dis- 
charge reparation. 

The German Government ave also ready to 
supply all available information necessary in 
forming a reliable judgment on Germany's 
capacity to pay. They will. if it is wished. 
throw open to inspection al] their financial 
records, and furnish any details that may be 
desired concerning the resources of German 
industry and business. 

2-—The German Government made refe- 
rence to the flotation of a big loan in order 
that large capital sums might accrne at 
the evrliest possible moment to those Powers 
to whom reparation is due. Should loans on 
a great scale prove impracticable for a time. 
they are ready to substitute a scheme of 
annuities. 

3—Since the Allied Governments have 
attached importance to Germany's furnishing 
forthwith precise indications as to the kind 
and mode of guarantees which she is in a 
position to offer, the German Government 
propose the following as part of a definite 
reparation settlement. 

A.—The railway system of the Reich, with 
all its appurtenances, will be detached from 
the other State property and held in a 
separate fund, the accounts of which would 
he independent of the general financial ad- 
minisfration, aad, under its own control and 
obligations. will be issued up to an amount 
of ten milliard gold marks, with a direct 
first charge on the assets of this administra- 
tion, and carrying interest at. 5 per cent. as 
from July 1st, 1927, thus securing an annual 
payment of five hundred million gold marks. 

B.—To secure’ a further annual payment 
of tive hundred million gold marks as trom 
July 1st. 1927. the German Government will 
at once subject the entire business industry, 
banking. trade, traftic, and agriculture of 
the country to a guarantee im the form of a 
first mortgage of ten milliard gold marks on 
real estate, whether buildings, dwellings, 
lands, or foveats. The annoal dues of ‘five 
hundred mitlhon gold marks will be levied, 
either indirectly in the form of a general tax 
on all classes 6f property, or on the specific 
object of mortgage. 

C.—In addition the German Government 
will pledge as security the Customs on the 
import of consuthable articles, other than 
necessaries; the excise on tobacco, beer, wine, 
and sugar, and the receipts of the spirits 
monopoly. On the average of the vears pre- 
ceding the war, these Customs and Fxcise re- 
ceipts reached about eight hundred million 
marke. Their vield-in gold marks has now 
fallen to one-quarter, on account of loss of 
territory and population and of the reduced 
consumption. With the recovery of the 
economic activity of Germany, it will auto- 
matically increase 

—In conclusion, the German Government 
feel that they must lay emphasis en the 
following : In a matter so vast and compli- 
cated real progress cannot he made by the 
exchange of writtén documents, but can only 
he achieved bv word of month at the 
Conference table. Germany's -capacity to pav 
depends on the character of the settlement 
as a whole.

WATERFORD, Thursday. 

This being the weekly half-holiday, red 
badge pickets had little to do after the morn- 
ing rush, and everything passed off quietly. 

Both sides are well organised, and there is 
no disposition to vield an inch. 

In Transport “Union circles, thé arrival of 
troops on protection duty is resented, 
Farmers’ representatives, on. the other 
hand, point to the burnings and destruction 
of property which took place before the troops 
arrived, as good reason for their presence. 

POSITION AT DUNGARVAN. 

On visiting Dungatvan to-day I found that 
the situation there is becoming graver. At 
present there are no farm labourers ‘on strike 
in the western district of the county, bit 
Dungarvan is the chief market town on the 
border between east and west. It is, there- 
fore, used by some farmers from the affected 
area. 3 

As a result of the refusal! of certain workers 
tio supply goods to farmers whose men are on 
strike, an Employers’ Protection Association 
has been formed, and it has been resolved 
that any emplove refusing to handle members’ 
goods for the supply of farmers shall be im- 
mediately dismissed. 

FARMERS AND TRADERS CONFER. 

When the County Watertord Executive of 
the Irish Farmers’ Union met the local 
Traders’ Protection Association at Duugarvan 
to-day a good deal of interest centred in 
their proceedings. Small bodies of pickets 
were scattered here and there, but apart from 
that there was little to indicate the existence 
of a labour dispute. The object of the joint 
conference was to decide as to their future 
mode of action. 

Mr. Nicholas Wall, Kilmagrange, NKilmac- 
thomas, presided at the separate meeting of 
farmers. Each parish in East and West 
Waterford was represented by two delegates. 

Sir John Keane, President of the County 
Organisation, telegraphed his regret at in- 
ability to attend, and expressed his appre- 
ciation of the determination manifested by the 
farmers in the struggle. 

Reports from affected areas were « ynsidered 
satisfactory. 

The question whether the dispute should be 
submitted to arbitvation was discussed, and it 
pointed out bv speakers that 
arbitration on the farmers’ offer of 25s. had 
already been rejected hv the labourers, and 
consequently did not arise. Further, it was 
stated, that at the last conference which the 
Farmers’ Fxecutive had with the labourers’ 
organiser, Mr. Baird questioned their right 
as owners of the soil they occupied. Hence 
they considered that it was no longer a 
matter of a fight on a wages basis. but as 
to whether the farmers had or had not a 
legal right to their holdings. 

A FIGHT TO A FINISH. 

Several delegates expressed the views of 
their branches. and the meeting decided un- 
animously against submitting their case to 
arbitration, and resolved that the questions 
at issue should he fought to a finish rather 
than have a recurrence of the trouble year 
after vear. 

During the discussion the 
pressed admiration at the manner in which 
the troops were discharging their duties, and 
stated that they were affording every neces- 
sary protection. 

TRADERS TAKE ACTION, 

While the fawmers’ meeting was taking 
place the Traders’ Protection Association met 
for the appointment of a delegate to the 
joint. conference. At Monday night's meeting 
of ‘that Association it had been decided that 
the situation created’ by the refusal of some 
assistants in the shops io serve farmers 
affected by the strike could not he allowed to 
continue, and that as from the 8th inst. the 
traders.must insist on assistants serving al! 
customers. 

This ultimatum appeared to-day, but as this 
is the weekly half-holiday “here no farmers 
came into the town, 

It is expected 
to-day’s joint conference the 
come into town for purchases, 
the employés  vefitise to serve 
they will be dismissed.

Arguing that the of living had in- 
creased since the beginning of the present 
vear, when the dockers suffered a simi- 
ler reduction in wages, the men’s 
representatives contended that there was no 
justitication for another “ cut. The dockers 
contended that the time had not come for a 
further reduction, and already had agreed 
tinally not to *‘ give ground.”

Regarding the proceedings at the conference,

Any increase 
since the lst of January was brought about 
solely by the high wage level maintained in 
the Free State. 

“We then pointed oul that in Northern 
Ireland and in British ports dockers were paid 
11s. per day. whereas in the ree Staite they 
were demanding as much as from lds. to 16s. 

‘** Here one of the other party stood up and 
said, ‘Mv class won the Irish war, and we 
were not consulted in the peace. What we 
have got we are going to hold. We do not 
care what wages are being paid in Northern 
Ireland.

Giving a general 
ship-owner said that the employers were abso- 
lutely united in the belief that they could not 
carry on the industry until wages were 
brought down to an economic level.

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STRIKE RULES OF NEW IRISH 
UNION. 

Mr. M. McGowan, Drogheda, presided at 
the first meeting of the newly amalgamated 
hodies. the Irish Postal Union and the Irish 
Postal Workers’ Union, at the Dublin Man- 
sion House vesterday. The amalgamation 
scheme was carried by both bodies on 
Wednesday.

NEW LAND BILL, 


PURCHASE PROVISIONS 
BONDS REDEEMABLE AT 
FAR. 

RELIEF OF CONGESTION. 
SS 


The text of the Land Bill, 1923, which the 
Minister for Africulture got the leave of the 
Dail to introduce ‘some ten davs ago, was 
issued vesterday. It is divided into four 
parts :—Finance, Land Purchase, Locai Regis- 
tration of Title, and General—and consists of 
59 clauses. 

The first clause gives power to the Minister 
for Finance to create and issue bonds, to be 
called 4; per cent. Land Bonds, of such de- 
nomination (not in any case less than £1) as 
the Minister may determine. . For the put- 
pose of redemption of the bonds a sinking 
fund shall be established by setting aside 
at the close of each half-year a sum equal to 
one-nineteenth of the purchase annuities for the 
time being payable under the Act. The bonds 
shall be redeemable at par, together with the 
payment of all arrears of interest, and ar- 
rangements will be made for the redemption 
thereof by means of periodical drawings. 

The purchase monev to be paid bv the 
Land Commission to vendors shall be paid by 
means of an issue of 45 per cent. Land Bonds. 
equal in nominal amount to the purchase 
money, and carrying interest as from the 
date on which the land purchased is vested in 
the Land Commission 

Clause 3 states:—‘*‘ The redemption price 
of all superior and intervening interests, in- 
cumbrances and other: claims attaching to 
purchase money paid by means of 4} per cent. 
Land Bonds, together with all arrears of and 
interest on such interests, incumbrances and 
claims and the vendor's costs of sale and the 
costs of making title to such interests, incum- 
brances and claims, so far as the same are 
pavable out of the purchase money, shall be 
paid and discharged by transferring to the 
person entitled thereto, out of the Land Bonds 
representing the purchase money, Land Bonds 
of equal nominal. value; and such payment 
shall be deemed to be satisfaction to the 
éxtent of the nominal amount of the Land 
Bonds so transferred.”’ 

RECOUPING COSTS OF SALE. 

Provision is made ior recouping vendors, 
ia whole or in part, for the costs of sale, and 
every advance made in pursuance of a sub- 
seyuent agreement shall be repaid. by means 
of a purchase annuity calculated at the rate 
ol 43 per cent. on the amount thereof. ‘There 
shall be established a Land Bond Fund, under 
the control of the Minister for Finance, out 
of which shall be paid the dividends and sink- 
ing fynd payments in respect of all bonds 
issued under this Act. Purchase agreements 
between landlord and tenant for the sale of 
a holding under the Land Purchase Acts are 
prohibited. 

‘In the case of every holding to which this 
Act applies, rent and arrears of rent accrued 
due up to and including the gale day next 
preceding the date of the passing of this Act 
shall not be payable by the tenant, and no 
proceedings against the tenant for recovery of 
urrears of rezit shall be begun, continued or 
enforced after the passing of this Act, but 
there shall be payable by the tenant to the 
Land Commission a ‘‘compaunded arrears of 
rent ” which shall be a sum equivalent to the 
{otal rent and arrears due on the gale day 
next preceding the passing of this Act in 
respect of rent accrued since the first gale day 
in the vear 1920, less a deduction of 25 per 
cent. In any case, where a hanging gale day 
is customary, any payment of rent shall be 
deemed to have been made in respect of the 
gale next after the gale in respect of which it 
was actually made. 

Compounded arrears of rent shall be payable, 
as to so much thereof as does not exceed 75 
per cent. of the annual rent, immediately aiter 
the date of the passing of this Act and as to 
the balance, if any, on such date or dates 
before the appointed day as may be prescribed 
by the Land Commission. 

PAYMENT IN LIEU OF RENT. 

In the case of every holding to which this 
Act. applies rent shall not be payable by the 
tenant in respect. of any period after the gale 
day next preceding the date of the passing of 
this Act. There shall be payable by the 
tenant to the Land Commission as from the 
gale day next preceding the date of the 
passing of this Act, an annual sum in lieu of 
rent equivalent to 75 per cent, of the annual 
rent to which the holding was subject at the 
passing of this Act which sum is hereinaitet 
referred to as ‘‘ payment in lieu of rent.” 
Payment in lieu of rent shall be collected by 
the Land Commission in accordance with rules 
made by them. Payment in lieu of rent shall 
continue to be payable up to the appointed 
day. 

It, will be incumbent upon every landlord 
and every person receiving rents and profits 
on his behalf to furnish to the Land Com- 
mission such particulars as they may require 
for the purpose of the collection of the ‘* com- 
pounded arrears of rent “- and payment In 
heu of rent, and failure or falsehood in 


this 

respect incurs a penalty not exceeding £20. 

When a holding is sublet in whole or in 
part the rent pavable by any subtenant to 
the tenant thereof shall, as from the gale 
day next preceding the date of the passing of 
this Act. be reduced by 25 per cent. No 
tenant shall be entitled to recover from a sub- 
tenant anv greater sam in respect of arrears of 
rent than a sum ascertained in like manner 
as compounded arrears of rent are to be ascer- 
tamed under this Act. 

[his section shall not apply to any sub- 
letting made for the purpose ot temporary 
depasturage, agistment or conacre, or for 
temporary convenience or to meet a tem- 
porary necessity.

LAND COMMISSION'S

DEATH OF MH.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS ON A 
LONELY ISLAND. 


The Z'imes Melbourne Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday :—Mr. E. J. Banfield, the 
naturalist. and author of ‘‘ Confessions of a 
Beachcomber,’ and other books, has died at 
the age of 70 at Dunk Island. off the coast 
of Queensland, where he had been living alone 
with his wife for twenty-five vears.

PRISONERS. 

As vegards the questions raised by Messrs. 
Lyons and Johnson, he could only say that 
the Government: was prepared to move rapidly 
in the situation when it considered itself and 
the country safe in anything that it ould do. 
But while there was friction and expense in 
holding prisoners, there might be much rmcre 
friction and greater expense in releasing them. 

It was charged that many. of the men and 
women were arrested simply on suspicion. He 
thought that the assurance that the Govern- 
ment gave the House might well be taken 
that there were very few of them detained 
who were not detained for very good reasons. 

The question of the indiscriminate use 
of firearms, it was stated, had resulted in 
accidents and waste of money. As far as the 
accidents which occurred were concerned, they 
were to a large extent due to the fact that the 
men had not all the training which they 
should have. Recruits were thrown into the 
fying line instead of being trained on the 
barrack square. It was also in connection 
with the training that it was found that 
many of the rifles that came into their hands 
vere old weapons. Many of the accidents 
were due to defective weapons. 

As regards the payments of accounts, 
General Mulcahy said that as regards 1921 
accounts they. ran the Army so that each 
particular. area supplied its own quota of men 
and . 
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material. 

PRE-TRUCE ACCOUNTS. 

In pre-Treaty days the Army could not 
have cost the.country—in Government money, 
anyway—tmore than £300,000, Therefore, the 
responsibility for paying the accounts for 
1921 really fell upon the local people. They 
knew that before the Truce of 1921 many of 
their men were exceptionaly agtive in accord- 
ance with ‘the Government’s policy of that 
time. and to a certain extent there was Go- 
vernment liability for certain debts con- 
tracted by local: officers then; but the cir- 
cumstances had not been such as to warrant 
the indiscriminate paying of 1921 debts, The 
matter was in their minds. 

The second class of accounts were guaran- 
teed accounts, and. he was not going to say 
that here and there there was not mp ee link 
in the method of dealing with them. At 
present, and at. least for the past two 
months, there should be no reason for not 
having accounts attended to when they were 
properly certified by the proper 
officer. But people often supplied 
indiscriminately. when there was no contract 
and no regular understanding. 

Mr. Davin asked what was a trader to do 
when a soldier went in and demanded stuff in 
the name of the Army. : 

General Mulcahy replied that the trader, 
if he was a man of courage, should refuse 
t» supply, and if he felt it was a case for the 
use of his discretion the transaction should be

ENGLISH OFFICERS.”’ 

General Mulcahy, having referred to the 
work of special infantry companies in estab- 
lishing order in the country, went on to deal 
with the gazetting of a certain number of 
English officers. He had suggestions of this 
kind; what is an Englishman and what is an 
Lughsh officer? 

Mr. O’Shannon said he made no such sug- 
gestion; he spoke of new and old Army 
officers. 

General Mulchay replied that he was not 
referring to Deputy O’Shannon’s statement, 
but to the statement of another deputy, 

General Mulcahy then went on to speak 
in Irish. 

Continuing, in English he said that all con- 
‘racts were advertised, and there was fair 
ompetition lor everyone. 

General Mulcahy added that he doubted 
very much Whether it was fair or reasonable of 
Deputy Figgis to make the statement that 
‘he Keeping of a man in the Army prevented 
five houses from being built. 

In the matter of interfering in the strikes, 
or the cases mentioned by Deputy Davin of 
doing unnecessary shooting and causing annoy- 
ance to the public in any area, he did not 
‘hink it was reasonable to keep silent about 
these things until a debate arose. 

_ 4\s he had told the deputy before, it would 
help everybody if the plain facts were put 
down and transmitted to the Government. 

Mr. Davin said that he had reported them 
to the responsible officers in Longford, and 
he had mentioned the last case of which he 
had heard within the last few davs in order to 
show that there was no improvement, 

NO FURIOUS DRIVING. 

General Mulcahy, continuing, said that his 
experience of motoring in the city and through 
the country was that any accidents that had 
taken place were not due to the furious driving 
of Army drivers. He could assure the House, 
too, on the question of parading lorries of 
military forces, that no unnecessary pro- 
vocalive action would be taken by the 
military. The cost per — prisoner, taking 
everything into consideration, worked out at 
about £53 per annum. 

With regard to the Army in politics and at 
elections, instructions had been issued that. 
members of the Army should not be members 
of any particular party, that they should not 
attend party meetings, and should not be 
obtrusive in any connection with parties at the 
present or at any time. 

It was only in cases of absolute 
military necessity that they took corre- 
spondence from the Postmaster-General 
for the ptirpose of censorship. They were 
quite as anxious as any of the Deputies or 
any member of the public to safeguard the 
liberties of the people in this matter, and it 
was only the greatest military necessity that 
warranted them in interfering with any cor- 
respondence.

NORTHERN COMMONS AND 
" THE IRISH GRANT, 
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--—————— 


From Our Own CORREsPONDENYT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 

The Minister of Finance, in the Northern 
House of Commons to-day, moved the second 
reading of the Land Trust (Powers) Bill, 
which, he said, arose out of the establishment 
of the Irish Freé State, . 

In 1919 the Imperial Parliament passed an 
Act known as the Irish Land, (Provision for 
Sailors and Soldiers) Act, under which the 
Local Government. Board was given power to 
acquire land compulsorily, or by agreement, 
for the purpose of erecting houses for ex- 
Service men, - On the establishment of the 
Irish Free State it was necessary to make 
other provisions for the continuance of the 
work of erecting ex-Service men’s cottages, 
which was still far from completion. Provision 
was made, under tg: Irish Free State 
(Consequential Provisions) Act, for the 
establishment of a new trust, to be designated 
the “Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Trust,” in 
which would be vested all powers which were 
formally vested in the Eee! Government 
Board. 

The Imperial Government had arranged to 
place one and a half millions at the disposal 
of this Trust for the whole of Ireland. As 
there had been objections to giving such a 
body power under the Imperial statutes to 
acquire lands compulsorily, the present Bill 
provided that such powers would be vested 
in their own Minister of Home Affairs, who 
would, in turn, transfer the land to the Trust 
to be set up. The Trust depended upon the 
passing of an Act by the Free State Govern- 
ment of a similar character. ; 

Mr. Thompson Donald said that he would 
like to know what had led to this mew legisla- 
tion. Was it by agreement between the three 
Governments ’ If so, he was afraid that it 
was not in keeping with the traditions of 
that Hóuse to ally themselves with the Free 
State. The new Trust was to be composed of 
five members, of whom they were to get one 
representative. As a souls they would be 
practically in the hands of the Free State 
and the Imperial Government. with one 
representative against four, and if the scheme 
was to be carried out as it had been in the 
past, they would not get just treatment. 

THE GRAN! CRITICISED. 

He should like to know what they had got 
of the one million which had already been 
spent. They were promised 1,046 houses, but 
not mofe than a handful ‘of them had been 
built so far. There had not yet been a single 
house built in the City of Belfast, “while only 
a few had been built in the rural districts. So 
far as the grant was concerned, they were 
only getting one-half of what they were 
entitled to, in proportion to the number of 
men who had ‘dead the Army. 

The Free State had not vet made any move 
in the matter, and had they any assurance 
that the Free State would move at all’ If 
we are going to legislate let us do the job 
ourselves, he said. I do not like this shuffling. 
The intention had been that the ex-Service 
men should assist in the building of these 
houses, so as to relieve unemployment, and 
something should be done in ts way to help 
them. 

The schedule of the bill stated that it would 
not come into force until bills-had been passed 
by that House and by the Free State Parlia- 
ment, He asked the Minister of Finance had 
they any assurance that the Free State would 
pass a bill at all. 

The Minister of Finance—No, we have not. 

Mr. Donald said that his two objections 
were that they were entitled to one-half of the 
money allocated, and not to one-fourth, and 
he also took objection to interference by the 
Free State or the Imperial Government. Let 
their portion of the money be handed over to 
the Northern Government, which would ex- 

nd it to the. best advantage, and commence 
uilding immediately. 

PREMIER’S REPLY. 

Sir James Craig. said that Mr.. Donald 
might convey a wrong impression—that the 
Northern Government had been somewhat lax 
in its efforts to secure. the proper housing 
of ex-Service men. His remarks were based 
on the assumption that they had the money 
in their Exchequer to meet the cost, whereas 
the supplying of ex-Service men’s houses was 
an Imperial obligation, with which they would 
not part. The Imperial Government were 
pledged in regard to these houses in the same 
way as they were in regard to pensions and 
the training of ex-Service men. 

The Northern Government had always im- 
pressed upon the Imperial Government that 
the grant should be allocated in proportion 
to the number of men who enlisted from the 
North and the South, in which event about 
half the grant would be allocated to the 
North, instead of the smaller portion upon a 
opulation basis, He eaggenes that Mr. 
Donald should have made his.speech on the 
subject in the Imperial Parliament. 

Mr. Donald said that he was not a member 
of the Imperial Parliament when the Trust 
was formed. 

The Prime Minister, proceeding, said that 
the South had to set up some machinery to 
work the Trust, as they were doing in the 
North, and when they were both in working 
order the money would commence to flow into 
their Exchequer and enable them to carry out 
the terms of the Trust. Noone would be better 
pleased than he if Mr. Donald could induce 
tie trade unions concerned to permit the ex- 
Servicemen to assist in the building of these 
houses. The Minister of Finance was en- 
deavouring to induce the Colwyn Committee 
to allocate a definite sum of meney to 
Northern Ireland, and leave it te them to 
build as many houses as possible, instead of 
allocating a certain number of houses, 

The truth of the matter was that the ques- 
tior of ex-Servicemen’s houses was bungled a 
long time ago, and the Government was now 
endeavouring to get out of the mess which 
was created. 

Mr. MoGuffin said that they would be able 
to build more houses now with the money 
than they could have built twelve months 
ago. 

The bill was read a second time.

FREE “STATE OFFICERS 
GIVE EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Art O'Brien; President of the Trish 
Self-Determination League, and eight other 
Irish, deportees again appeared before Sir 
Chatres Biron at the Bow street Police Court, 
London, yesterday afternoon, charged with 
seditious conspiracy. 

Mr. Travers Humphreys said that since’ the 
case was jast before the. Court the facts in 
regard to Joyce had been laid before the 
Attorney-General. There was no doubt that 
Joyce ,was suffering from an illness which 
rendered it undesirable, in the interests of 
other persons as well as of himself, that he 
should be ‘kept for any long time in such a 
place as the Court. Counsel then asked the 
magistrate to agree to a formal adjournment 
of the case against’ Joyce for six months, at 
the end of which time, he said, it would be 
seen how his health progressed. 

Joyce was remanded on the same bail as 
before. , 

A separate charge was preferred against 
Galvin under the Firearms Act of 1920. 

EVENTS IN IRELAND. 

A Colonel in the Irish Free State Army, 
whose name was withheld, was, called to 
speak of events in Ireland. He said that he 
was at Youghal, Co. Cork, in August, 1922, 
when the quays were blown up, aid there 
was fighting between the Republicans and the 
Free State troops. The witness said that 
he was engagéd at the General Headquarters 
of the Free State Army in Dublin in an 
administrative capacity when he received his 
commission. He had personal knowledge of 
mines being exploded in Dublin, the last being 
about five weeks ago. The Free State troops 
were-still under active service conditions, and 
there was-a Railway Protection Corps of 
about 5,000 men who occupied sand-bagged 
posts at railway stations and bridges. : 

A Captain in the Free State Army, whose 
name, was also withheld, was shown a report 
of the activities of the 1st Eastern Division. 

Mr. Humphreys read a paragraph in the 
report which described an ambush at Carrick. 
macross on the 21st November, when a car 
was blown up by a mine. The driver was 
killed, and the report gave details of casual- 
ties and captures of ammunition. 

dhe witness said that he was in charge of 
the party in the car, Out of nine men eight 
were injured, including the witness. 

Mr. Humphreys proceeded to ask the wit- 
ness if he had taken part in the fighting 
between the Free State troops and the I.R.A. 

The witness hesitated for a moment, then 
replied “ Yes, between the Nationa! troops 
and the Irregulars. '' 

CGounsel—What is your objection to there 
being called what they call themselves, the 
I.R.A.? We do not call them the I.R.A. 

You call them the Irregulars? Yes. 

Magistrate—They are the same body? Yes. 

Counsel—What you mean is, you do not 
recognise the Republic at all? Yes. 

Did you do any fighting prior to the forma- 
tion of the Irish Free State? asked Mr. 
Fulton. 

The witness did not reply, and appealed 
t the magistrate who asked him what. his 
objection was to answer. 

The witness again did not reply, and the 
magistrate asked Mr. Fulton what he sug- 
gested the witness was doing. 

Mr. Fulton said that he wanted to ask the 
witness if he was fighting, and if so against 
whom. 

_ The witness objected to answering the ques- 
tion, and Mr. Fulton asked that the objection 
shiould be recorded. 

The defendants were remanded until 15th 
June.

AN IMPORTANT CASE, 

In the King’s Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice Pim, 

Mr. Swayne, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Keough dinstracted by Mr. T. H. R. Craig), 
applied on behalf of Mr. Edmond J. Williams. 
of Correen, Ailesbury road, Dublin, for a 
conditional order for a writ of mandamus to 

Mr. Collins, K.C., Metropolitan 

Magistiite to staté a case or, in the 
alternative; fov & conditional order for a writ 
of certiorart, to bring up a certain: conviction 
for the purpose of. having it quashed. The 
case, counsel said, was one of great import- 
ance to a considerable number of the com- 
munity. 

Mr. Williams was the owner of a motor 
car, and he was charged with having, upon 
the 28th February, driven it at a \speed ex- 
ceeding twenty miles an hour. Uhder Sec- 
tion 9 of the Motor Car Act, one could not, 
under ~ circumstances, drive over twenty 
miles an hour on a public road. Sub-Section 
2 of Section 9 provided that, in the case of 
any proseciition under the section for exceed- 
ing the speed limit, it was necessary that 
the defendant should either get notice at 
the time, or, in the event of his not getting 
notice at the time, he should’ get notice of 
the prosecution within such time as the Court 
should deem reasonable, not to exceed 
twenty-one days. | 

On this particular occasion no notice was 
given at the time. On the following day, 
when Mr. Williams was coming into town, 
mention was made to him by a policeman 
that he had been driving too fast on the 
previous day. Formal notice was served sub- 
sequently. It was :—‘‘ Motor Car Act, 1903. 
-—In accordance with the provisions of the 
above Act, I hereby give you notice that a 
prosecution will be instituted against you for 
that you, on the 28th February, 1923, at the 
hour of 4.25 p.m., did drive motor car 
{.R. 25, at Merrion road, at a speed exceed- 
ing twenty miles per hour, he car was 
iimed over a measured one-eighth of a mile 
at above time and place, and was found ta 
have covered the distance in 16 3-5 secs., 
which is equal to a speed of 27.10 miles per 
hour.” 

That notice, counsel said, simply stated 
“at Merrion road.” It did not specify where 
on Merrion road, and Merrion road extended 
from Ballsbridge right out to the white gates 
at Merrion, over two miles distance. In the 
summons the same words were used—‘‘ At 
Merrion road.” Counsel referred to an 
affidavit of Mr. Craig, solicitor, who stated 
that at the hearing in the Police Court, be- 
fore Mr. Collins, the magistrate refused to 
allow questions to be put to the witnesses for 
the prosecution for the purpose of ascertaining 
the situation of the measured distance over 
which the speed of, the car had been timed, 
as alleged. Mr. Williams was fined £5. 
Counsel suggested that his lordship should 
direct notice of the application to be served 
upon the police, and have the whole matter 
dealt with on such a day as might be men- 
ticned. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that there might be 
a possibility of a question being argued in 
respect of a mandamus, but not, in his 
opinion, in respect of a certiorari. 

Mr. Swayne asked his lordship to keep an 
open mind. The point in the case was one of 
vital importance to motorists. He asked to 
be given liberty to serve notice of the applica- 
tion on Mr. Davis, solicitor, and the Chief 
Clerk of the police. : 

Mr. Justice Pim made an order giving 
liberty for the service of notice of the appli- 
cation for hearing on that day fortnight.

OBJECTION BY BELFAST 
WORKERS. 


The Ulster Prime Minister yesterday re- 
ceived a deputation of workers appointed at 
the public meeting held at the City Hall, Bel- 
fast, in reference to the present Licensing 
Bill.

DAMAGES AGAINST DUBLIN 
NEWSPAPER.

In the King’s Bench Division of the High 
Court of Northern Ireland, ‘at Belfast, vester- 
day, before the Lord Chief Justice and a 
‘common jury, David Duncan, an ex-Army 
Officer. of 44/Harrisburg street, Belfast, sued 
the Freeman*s -Journal (1919), Lid., of 
Townsend street, Dublin, for damages for 
libel, alleged to be contained in a report of 
a bomb outrage at the spirit grocery of 
Patrick Blaney, York road, Belfast, on 23rd 
July, which report was published in defendants’ 
Dublin Evening Telegraph of 26th July. 

Mr. Babington stated that the plaintiff on 
leaving the Army in 1920 went to Ennis- 
corthy, having been given one of these jobs 
intended for ex-Servicemen, under the aus- 
pices of the Agricultural Department. When 
he. was there about eieven months the South 
began to’ get so very bad that the school 
had to be closed, and the ex-Servicemen 
discharged. Plaintiff joined the Auxiliary 
Police, and continued with them till the time 
of the truce. He returned to Belfast in 
October, 1921. at which time things were in 
& very bad way in the city. There was a 
very considerable amount of burning, looting, 
and murder taking place almost daily. In 
or about that time a voluntary body was 
started to assist the police in coping with 
the outbreaks, and that was the body re- 
ferred to in the paragraph complained cf 
as the Imperial Guards—the name popularly 
given to it by the public. 

Mr. Babington “read the paragraph com- 
plained of as follows :— 

“A BOMB OUTRAGE. 

*‘ Aiter the bomb outrage in Blaney’s spirit 
grocery, York road, on Sunday, the 23rd 
July, in which Mr. Blaney was wounded, 
a large hostile crowd gathered outside, and 
cheered as Mr. Blaney was being removed in 
the ambulance to the hospital. 

“““A month previous to this outrage an 
attempt was made to set Mr. Blaney’s shop 
on fire by sprinkling the shop door with 
petrol, and putting a light to it. 

‘The notorious David Duncan, an adju- 
tant in the Imperial Guards, who runs the 
York road in the interests of Protestantism, 
was noticed making himself conspicuous in 
the neighbourhood of this shop for the last 
few days.” | 

THE INNUENDO. 
Babington said that the plaintiff sub- 
mitted that the innuendo of these words 
meant, and was understood to mean, that 
the plaintiff had instigated, aided. and 
abetted the commission of this outrage. It 
was a libel of a very dangerous description 
indeed. It was a deliberate thing; not a 
word spoken in the heat of the moment. 
PLAINTIFF'S CASE. 

Plaintiff gave particulars of his service in 
the Army ‘and in the Auxiliary police, and 
said that he held the rank of adjutant in the 
Imperial Guards, 

In other replies to Mr. Lowry, the witness 
said that he had known Mr. Blaney since he 
was a small boy, and” had nothing whatever 
to do with the outrage on him. — 

Mr. Campbell, for defendants, submitted 
that the words were not capable of being con- 
strued as @ libel. 

Mr. Campbell, in his address to the jury, 
said that there was not a scintilla of evi- 
dence that the plaintiff had been injured in 
any way by the publication of the para- 
graph, which came from the Dail Eireann 
Publicity Department. 

His Lordship—There is no exidence of that. 

Mr, Campbell—It is in the paper which the 
plaintiff put in evidence. 

His Lordship—I will tell the jury that, no 
matter whether it came from the Dail Eireann 
Publicity Department or not, if they thought 
it was a libel, they should not have sent it 
out. 

Mr. Campbell—This would be in mitigation 
of damages, and I think it is fair. 

His Lordship—Yes, it is. i 

The jury found for the plaintiff, and assessed 
damages at 

His Lordship gave judgment accordingly. 

The jury returned their fee to the Court, 
to be sent us a donation” to the Children’s 
Hospital, Belfast.

TRAINING FOR BUSINESS 
AND THE HOME. 


DOMESTIC SCLENCE, FOR

Miss Bloxham said that from time to time 
there had been direful prophecies as to the 
tuin which would be brought on: the- home 
because of certain activities undertaken by 
women. But the bicycle, higher education, 
the desire to be. self-supporting, the demand 
for the suffrage had not affected the funda- 
mentals of womanhood. Most of the changes 
which had taken place were merely the out. 
come of an effort at adjustment to altered 
conditions, which was in strict accordance 
with the laws of life. 

A few generations ago there began a move- 
ment which appeared to be a revolt on the 
part of women against domesticity. Those 
who raised an outcry that the woman’s place 
was the home dodged the hard fact that, in 
the-nature of things, a home could not be pro- 
vided for every woman, and the equally hard 
fact that they themselves might accord the 
treatment of the> unwanted to maiden aunts 
and sisters. 

In the early days of the women’s movement 
the girls of a family were being trained to 
accomplishments considered likely to attract 
or entrap men into marriage. Women of the 
time were goaded into marriage by the fear 
‘of the bitter dependence that would be theirs 
if they failed to marry. Many made distaste- 
ful unions rather than remain as hangers-on 
of their families, while at the same time aware 
that they were equipped in brain and body for 
useful and strenuous work if the conditions of 
their lives and training had made it possible. 

The revolt against those conditions in some 
ways went too far, and for a time women ap- 
peared to rebel against domesticity and home 
life. Women were commencing to find that 
the bread earned by honest toil either of bodv 
or of brain was sweet, but it took some time 
before they realised that for this bread a 
stern price had to be paid. The revolt had 
spent its force by the time it had established 
the axiom that girls as well as boys should be 
trained to be self-supporting. 

it. could not be foretold of any girl that she 
would marry, and she was now equipped to 
support herself. But the possibility: of her 
marrying should also be provided for. That 
girls should be expected to undertake the 
extraordinarily onerous duties of home life 
without previous preparation would be almost 
as bad as to think they could make their way 
in the industrial world without any previous 
training. The scheme for the teaching of 
domestic science was designed to meet this 
need. 

MOST IMPORTANT SPHERE. 

Home life, with its multitudinous activities, 
of which the moulding of the young generation 
was only one, was the most “important sphere 
of work in which any woman could be placed, 
and because of this it was sought to have the 
teaching of domestic science, in its widest 
sense, included in the curriculum of all schools, 
national and secondary. The aim was to fit a 
woman to be self-supporting, at the same time 
affording her the opportunity of acquiring the 
domestic knowledge which would be necessary 
should she undertake housekeeping. A girl 
who had worked in class-room or office was not 
thereby unfitted for home life; on the con- 
trary, any habits of order or precision she 
might acquire would be all to the good in 
her own home. : 

It was in the home that the most vital 
a grog of life, economic and psychological, 
ad to he solved. The attitude of modern 
women to the home was, on the whole. sane 
and wholesome. In the Press could 
read often enough of the exceptional 
and the notorious. but seldom or — neve 
about the countless women who devoted 
themselves to the welfare of their homes with 
the love and self-sacrifice which the very. word 
mother had come to connote. i 

One oí the results of the so-calied revolt of 
women against domesticity was to bring into 
prominence the importance of home life. An 
intelligent effort was in consequence now being 
made to reduce its drudgery by improvements 
in the laying-out of houses, and by labour- 
saving devices, these improvements giving to 
her who rocked the cradle the consideration 
she deserved. (Applause.) 

Dr. Burke, Department's Inspector, opened 
the discussion which followed the paper by 
saying that the home was the proper sphere 
of hfe for the mother of Irish children. 

WHAT MOST MEN PREFER. 

Mrs. T. M. Kettle, Rathmines, said Dr. 
Burke adopted Milton's standard—*‘ He 
for God only; she for God and him.” 
the doing of mere housework was not a proper 
preparation for managing a home. The 
character of the cook was more important in 
a home than the character of the cooking. 
A woman might have the culinary gifts to 
prepare a feast for Lucullus, but have, at the 
same time, an appalling temper. Most men 
would prefer a homely meal and an agreeable 
temper. She knew of a gentleman whose wiie 
kept their home so perféct that when he 
wanted some real comfort he went round to 
his sister's. (Laughter.) His own home was 
altogether too beautiful for him. (Laughter.) 

In her opinion a man should be trained for 
home life as well as a woman. She did not 
mean in mere cooking. On one occasion when 
they were without a servant her husband 
undertook to cook the dinner. It was a very 
good dinner indeed, but it took her two hours 
to wash up after him. (Laughter.) The only 
thing she objected to in the paper was the 
title. Domesticity was an appalling word; it 
was as bad as “settle down.” (Laughter.) 

She recommended everyone not to settle 
down, but to go ahead with the times. Women 
should not be trained in domestic science 
alone, but should have freedom to do the 
things they were best fitted for. A. woman 
might prefer to be a bill-poster or a tramcar 
conductor rather than a cook, and she should 


oie 


have a right to get trained for her favourite . 


occupation. Concluding, Mrs. Kettle said that 
there was no truth in the old saw, that “the 
hand that rocks the cradle rules the world.’’ 
Modern domestic science did not allow cradles 
to be rocked. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Clampett, rincipal, Rathmines In. 
stitute, raised the question as to whether, 
when a woman marries, she should give up 
the profession or calling she had been follow- 
ing, and devote herself entirely to home work. 

Mrs. A. F. Dixon, Rathmines, thought a 
woman's first duty was to her home, and 
before marriage she should qualify to run a 
home. Through want of better education 
women were lacking in initiative, and because 
of that they let their men do all the planning 
and take all the responsibilities. Ninety per 
cent. of men required an incentive to work, 
and of all incentives an attractive home was 
the greatest. 

Miss Bloxham, dealing with the question 
raised by Mr. Clampett, as to whether women 
should give up their occupations on marriage 
or not, said it was a question for each in- 
dividual case. In most cases it seemed to be 
the proper thing that a married woman should 
give up her profession. The woman who 
looked after her home and family well had 
her hands so full that she could not carry 
on outside work, and any exception to this 
rule was a woman to be wondered at. 

IRISH LANGUAGE. 

Mr. Sean O’Ciosain, Co. Cork, read a paper 
on ‘Irish in any National Scheme of Educa- 
tion.’ Speaking throughout in Irish, he said 
that the Irish language was the most effective 
instrument for the development of Gaelic 
culture. He went on to show how the 
language could be cultivated in the primary, 
technical, and intermediate schools, and in the 
Universities. 

The want of works of literary value in the 
Trish a e was responsible for the deser- 
tion of the age by many students, who 
devoted themselves to other languages, said 
Mr. O’Ciosain. He suggested the establish. 
ment of a Gaelic Academy on lines similar to 
those of the French Academy. 

A short discussion followed Mr. O’Ciosain’s 
paper, after which the Congress was brought 
to a close by recording a vote of thanks to 
the Rathmines Technical Instruction Com- 
mittee, to Mr. Clampett, to Mrs. Dixon, and 
to Mr. Ireland, Chairman of the Rathmines 
Urban Council.

THE PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 
Richard Croker, the plaintiff, was 
led by Mr. Lardner, and gave an account 
of his early life and his start in business. 
He was born, he said, in 1876, and the family 
all lived together up to thetime of the 
separation between his father and mother, in 
1294. At that time he was 19 years of age. 
In 1902 he started business on his own account 
in the stockbroking business, and continued at 
that for five or six years. He was then en- 
caced in the real estate business and in the 
building construction business, and that had 
heen his business since, After the separation 
his father went to England to live, and used to 
visit America once a year. All the children 
were in touch with hisfather on every occasion 
that he visited New York subsequent to 1894, 
and even after the separation there was close 
intimacy between his father and his. living 
children at all times. At the time of the 
reparation a trust was set up, in which his 
father provided that the income from the trust 
funds, to the amount of $5,000, should be paid 
to his mother during her lifetime; that the 
income of $5,000 be paid to the surviving 
parent in the event of the death of one of 
them, and that upon the death of both parents 
all the funds—that was, the principal and any 
accumulated interest—should be divided 
equally among the children. The original 
amount of the trust fund was $98,000, which 

was subsequently increased to $118,000.

DOUBLE INCOME TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str, —‘‘ It will discourage the pubhe from 1n- 
vestment in Irish securities, and will drive 
many Free State citizens into permanent 
exile.” I quote from your leader of Saturday 
last, “it” being the taxation of 4 per cent. 
tax free British War Loan, to which. I take it, 
the weight of your strictures applies. Why 
the imposition of income tax on the securities 
of one country by another should discourage 
the investment of money in the latter country 
by its own citizens does not appear very 
evident; but that is a s@sidiary point, and 
may be passed over. The real question at 
issue is the position with regard to the 4 per 
cent, tax free Loan, issued by the British 
Government during the late war. I exclude 
for the moment the other issues of tax free 
short dated Bonds. 

The entire amount of the 4 per cent. tax free 
Loan only amounts to £65,171,000, and we 
may well ask how much of this is held by 
citizens of the Free State, and how many of 
the holders are exempt from income tax. Ii | 
remember rightly, this stock was issued at 
par, and, as it now stands over that figure, a 
vendor would incur no loss in selling if an 
original subscriber, and very little if he had 
purchased at the top prices reached in either 
of the last two years. It, therefore, appears 
to me to be just as reasonable for an investor 
to expect remission or reduction of income tax 
because, say, some so-called guaranteed stock 
fails to pay its full interest as to expect the 
Free State Governmnet to remit the tax on 
this Loan. It must not be lost sight of that 
it is the British Government and taxpayers 
who have benefited principally in the past, 
and who will benefit exclusively in the future 
by the policy adopted of issuing a tax free 
Loan. The Free State Government can hardly 
be expected to relieve one set of taxpayers at 
the expense of another set. The case of the 
short-dated War Bonds is similar, and calls 
for no comment.—Yours, etc.,
